The City of Upland will ask the 
San Antonio Water Company to 
change its system of electing 
directors in order that that 28 
per cent of the stock owned by 
the city may be fairly repre- 
Sented on the board. 

The resolution which was dis- 
tributed to the council members 
by Mayor Max Hawkins with the 
word, ‘‘l believe that we’ll have 
two members on the board tf this 
is approved.’’ 

The resolution states that un- 
der the present system of voting 
for Board of Directors on the 
water company a majority of 51 
per cent of the voting shares of 
the company may elect all the 
board of directors leaving the 
minority stockholders withouta 
voice on the board, 

A cumulative system of voting 
for the corporate directors 
would guarantee the city some 
representation on the Board, 

The resolution continues that 
in a reasonable time a substan- 
tial portion of the distribution 
system of the Water Company 
will be merged and used incon- 
junction with the system of the 
City of Upland and... it is in 
the best interest of the company 
and the citizens of Upland that 
the City of Upland should have 
representation in the Water 
Company Board to help facili- 
tate a close working relation- 
ship and laison between the 
company and the city in the es- 


tablishment of this distribution 
system and conduct of business 
which is mutually beneficial... 
and therefore be it resolved that 
the Council of the City of Upland 
does hereby earnestly request 
that the Board of San Ane 
tonio Water Company take what- 
ever steps are appropriate to 
change its by-laws to the end 
that its Board of Directors shall 
be elected through cumulative 
voting by its shareholders. 

Copies of the resolution were 
distributed to council members 
Tuesday night at an adjourned 
meeting and will be acted upon 
at the April 4 meeting. 

Upon its approval a certified 
copy of the request will be for- 
warded to the Board of Direc- 
tors of San Antonio Water Com. 
pany for its consideration,

The General Plan for Regional Parks was approved 
by the Board of Supervisors, with an amendment 
160 acre tract around Cable Airport in Upland, 


designated as a recreational area, 

The approval, however, included a stipulation that the City, 
raise the money for the development of the recreation area 
without applying for funds that will be made available to the 
County for the development of the other regional parks in the 


plan. 


Smith Falconer Jr., the director of Regional Parks, insisted 
on this stipulation, because the land necessary for the recreation 
area in Upland is mostly privately owned. 

When the proposal was first made last week by Upland City 
officials, Falconer and Supervisor S, Wesley Break contended 
that the present price for land in the area is approximately 


$12,000 an acre. 


Monday Falconer said that because the land would be so 
expensive to buy, the City should not be allowed to apply for 
part of more than $1 million available from the State for the 


purchase of regional parks, 


‘(We have’ considered the proposal of the City of Upland, 
and we have no objection as long as no money from the Bond 
issue is used because of the high cost of acquiring the land,” 


Falconer said. 


The money will be provided by the State Beach, Park, Rece 
reational and Historical Bond act of 1964 andthe Land and Water 


Conservation Fund Program, 


Mikesell also noted that when the plan was first proposed it 
was decided that most of the land used for the regional parks 
would be land already excluded from the tax rolls. 


The plan as prepared, 


shows that 95 percent of the 5,525. 


acres involved is already owned by public agencies, and only 
5 percent will have to be purchased from private property 


owners. 
The plan 


proposes that nine regional parks be partially 


developed in the valley area by 1970. In the mountains it is 
suggested that 10 day-use parks be constructed and five major 
campground areas be partially developed.

With the number of campaigne 
ing days sharply reduced, the 
active candidates for the three 
city council seats have chan- 
nelied their comments into the 
specifics rather than the gener- 
alities, as was evidenced at the 
Candidates Night sponsored by 
the BP&W, Mar. 17. 

Upland’s sole Councilwoman 
ZELLA STONE not only de- 
fended her position on the Civic 
Center but told the audience that 
she would do it again. 

‘*The plan was solid, the loe 
cation was all right, and ap- 
parently at least the small ma- 
jority wanted it that way,’’ Mrs. 
Stone told an audience of about 
50 who attended the meeting. 

Meanwhile, another aspirant, 
CARL J, HASE, JR., told why 
he opposed the Civic Center 
program. ‘It was because of 
the excessive costs,’’ 

Hase continued that the $44 
per square foot for the library 
was twice what Ontario paid, 
and the property costs were too 
expensive. Hase is amember of 
the Ontario library board and

One of the questions asked 
Hase in the written query por- 
tion of the meeting was whether 
or not he was associated or 
owned land in partnership with 
developers, Hase said he did 
not have any such associations 
or ownership.

Man’s Ingenuity 
Rescues Birds 


To help young birds get a 
good drink of water without dan- 
ger of drowning, Department of 
Fish and Game fleld crews this 
week are installing bird escape 
ramps in 42 stock watering 
troughs throughout the Mid 
Hills, New York Mountains and 
Providence Mountains tn San 
Bernardino County. 

Young quail, chukars and 
other birds often fall from the 
rim of such troughs into the 
water while trying to drink. Un- 
able to climb out, the little birds 
usually thrash about helplessly 
and finally drown, 

Escape ramps extending into 
the water will enable most of 
the birds to walk out, wet but 
alive, the DFG said, The 42 
ramps were furnished by the

Operation Headstart Moves  1B-Health 
Ahead In Many SB Areas 


San Bernardino County’s 
Project Head Start for pre- 
school children is off to a 
flying start. The smoothness of 
the first four weeks of the 
spring program may lead to its 
becoming one of the model pro- 
grams in the nation, according 
to Eve W. McLain, Acting cxe- 
cutive Director of the spon- 
soring Dependency Prevention 
Commission. 

The 54 classes for the 824 
youngsters throughout the 
County will be evaluated by 
the U. S, Office of Economic 
Opportunity in the coming 
weeks, Mrs. McLain pointed 
out. 

Project Head Start has new 
headquarters at 1526 North E 
Street in San Bernardino with 
Don Helms, a former vice prin- 
cipal in the Bloomington School 
District, serving as Program 
Coordinator, 

Prior to his Bloomington 
position, Helms was an ele- 
mentary and junior high teacher 
in Cucamonga. He received his 
B.A, and M.A, from California 
State College at Los Angeles 
after graduating from Pacific 
High and San Bernardino Val- 
ley Colllege. He currently re- 
sides in Alta Loma with his 
teacher-wife and two children. 

Nine communities and 12 


agencies are involved in the 
program for economically de- 
prived children who will enter 
kindergarten next fall. The 
classes are three hours per 
day, five days a week, and will 
continue until mid- June. 

Some 111 teachers, teacher’s 
aides, and volunteers are con- 
ducting the classes which are 
limited to lichildrenperclass. 
In addition, 11 neighborhood 
workers are serving as liaison 
between families and agencies 
in a unique attempt to link 
services to those who need 
them most. 

‘We have finished vision and 
hearing tests on all the child- 
Ten and are working on the 
physical checkups now,’’ Helms 
said, This service is being pro- 
vided by the County Health De- 
partment. Other-back-up ser- 
vices are being provided by the 
Office of the County Superin- 
tendent of Schools, the County 
Department of Welfare, the Uni- 
versity of California at River- 
side, along with the Dependency 
Prevention Commission. 

Children receive a snack and 
hot meal daily plus field trips, 
films, and an opportunity to 
enrich their backgrounds of ex- 
perience.

Control 


Measures Before Assembly 


By EUGENE NISBET 

Legal controls over dan- 
gerous drugs were recently 
subject to discussion in both our 
houses. The Assembly Com- 
mittee on Criminal Procedure 
took up a resolution relating to 
marijuana. Later, the Senate 
Committee on Judiciary fre- 
viewed the necessity for enact- 
ment of aw to control LSD, a 
hallucinatory drug which has 
been arousing much contro- 
versy in medical and lay cir- 
cles. 

The marifuana resolution be- 
fore the Assembly group was 
intended to put the Legislature 
on record as urging all voters 
to reject a proposed ballot pro- 
position which would legalize 
marijuana. The proposition has 
been given a ballot title by the 
Secretary of State, but its pro- 
moters have until June to se- 
cure the necessary signatures. 

Opponents of the resolution 
out-talked its spokesman by ar- 
guing that the Legislature has 
already expressed itself by pas- 
sing the laws which now make 
sale, possession, or use of 
marijuana illegal. Members of 
the Criminal Procedure Com- 
mittee refused to approve the 
resolution by a divided vote. 

Though the subject has not 
been put on the agenda for the 
special session, the Chairman 
of the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee has aiready introduced 
a bill which would impose con« 
trols on use of LSD, The At- 
torney-General supported the 
idea of the bill at the hearing 
in a statement saying that the 
drug is creating a serious prob- 
lem among young people be- 
cause they are using it ‘‘to es- 
cape from the realities and 
problems of society.’’ 

Also upholding the enactment 
of suitable control legislation 
over LSD was a spokesman for 
the California Medical Associ- 
ation, who said that hallucin-

ations caused by the drug could 
lead to behavior harmful not 
only to the individual using it,

cisco and Long Beach police 
narcotics divisions reported 
that use of LSD has risen sharpe 
ly on college and high school 
campuses in the last three 
years. They said the drug is 
readily available in both cities 
at prices comparable to mart- 
Juana. 

The committee was told that 
so far as is known, LSD has no 
therapeutic value. Its use caue 
ses temporary distortions of the 
senses and the mind so acute 
that behavior cannot be pre- 
dicted. Persons under tts in- 
fluence cannot be held res- 
ponsible for their actions, 

The proposed legislation was 
not without its vigorous oppon- 
ents. The same spokesman who 
argued against the proposed 
Assembly resolution urging 
voters to reject the ballot pro- 
position to legalize marijuana 
argued that LSD gives man 
‘fone of the greatest chances 
to expand the boundaries of 
his mind, his individuality and 
his culture.’’? A prominent psy~ 
chiatrist and educator said that 
use of LSD is socommonamong 
college and high school stu- 
dents that it would be as hard 
to control as was bathtub gin 
during Prohibition. From this, 
he argued that enactment of 
control legislation would be im- 
moral because it ‘*would make 
the whole rule of law look silly.’’ 

A chemist from the State 
Bureau of Narcotic Enforce- 
ment told the committee that 
anyone with two years of chem- 
istry could readily make LSD 
compounds in a bathroom or 
garage with cheap, readily 
available materials, and said 
that even smelling or tasting 
the drug can produce danger- 
our hallucinations, 


Tells Medicine's Dangers 


Parents were urged by the 
American Red Cross today to 


take all necessary measures 
to keep poisonous substances 
out of the reach of small 


children. 

According to latest figures, 
2,200 persons died in one year 
from swallowing poison, and 
about 500 of these were small 
children, according to Harvey 
Stone, First Aid Chairman of 
the Upland Red Cross Chapter. 

The Red Cross is one of 21 
national organizations which 
sponsor National Poison Pre- 
vention Week, March 20-26 this 


year. 
Oral poisoning, its preven- 
tion, and first aid measures 


to be used if it should occur, 
are emphasized in the First 
Aid courses taught by the Red 
Cross, Stone emphasized that 
immediate first aid action is 
needed if poisoning occurs. 
While first aid is being given, 
a second person should call 
a physician for additional ad- 
vice. 

The Red Cross listed these 
precautionary measures 
against poisoning: 

I. Lock up drugs, pesti- 
cides, detergents, and cleaning 
materials, or store them well 
beyond children’s reach. Child- 
ren learn to climb long before 
they learn to distinguish be- 
tween edible and harmful sub- 
stances. 

2. Store medicines separ- 
ately from other household pro- 
ducts, 

3. Keep all products in their 
original containers, not in cups 
or soft drink bottles. 

4. Be sure all products are 
properly labeled. If the label 
is indistinct, replace it by taping 
on @ new one. 

5. Read the label before using 
the contents of the container. 

6. Turn the light on before 
giving medicine to others or 
taking it yourself.

7. Avoid taking medicine in 
the presence of children -- they 
will imitate. 

8. When speaking of med- 
icines in the presence of child- 
ren, refer to them by their 
proper names -- not 
dy ’’ 

9. Cleanthe medicine cabinet 
periodically, Discard old med- 
icines. When the illness for 
which they were prescribed is 
over, destroy them by flushing 
down the drain. Then rinse the 
container in water and discard 
it.

Shade Trees Candidates Talk 


On Archibald 
To Be Spared 


(CNS) A precise plan for 
Archibald Avenue that will 
Spare the shade trees along 
that road was approved March 
15 by the Board of Supervi- 
sors, 

The plan establishes a 100 
foot right-of-way from High- 
land Avenue to Banyan Street 
and an 88 foot right-of-way 
from Banyan Street to the foot. 
hills. The plan also establishes 
setbacks of 150 feet from the 
center line of the road. 

Original plans called for the 
removal of the trees and the 
creation of a four-lane high- 
way with a divider in the cen- 
ter, and residents of the area 
protested the elimination of the 
trees, 

They suggested that the road 
be constructed in such a way 
that the trees could remain in 
the center island divider, 

Supervisor Daniel D, Mike- 
Sell, however, said he saw no 
need for the road to be desig- 
nated as a major highway be- 
cause the traffic on the road 
was not sufficient to justify 
such a designation and the sit- 
uation would probably remain 
the same for the next 10 or 15 
years, 

The first public hearings on 
the plan were conducted last 
fall, but the decision was post. 
poned until after the adoption 
of the West End General Plan,

The Master Plan was devel- 
oped over a number of years. 
It was established as a guide 
for controlled community 
growth. I believe that we should 
adhere to this plan as closely 
as possible, Any request for a 
deviation from the Master Plan 
should be carefully scrutinized. 

On the other hand, it is pos- 
sible that unforeseen changes 
may occur that affect our City, 
and deviations from the ,Master 
Plan may become necessary. 

Northern Euclid Avenue has 
been and should remain, I be- 
lieve, a prime residential area. 

There have been zone changes 
to accommodate a neighborhood 
shopping center at 16th and 
Mountain. Such facilities should 
satisfy a need that will exist 
in the next few years. I would 
be extremely hesitant to advo- 
cate any further commercial 
zoning on Mountain without pro- 
ven need, 

As far as lot sizes on Nor- 
thern Mountain and Euclid are 
concerned, I feel that this area 
is one of Southern California’s 
choicest residential areas and 
should be retained as such. A 
minimum lot size of 10,000 


square feet should be the gen- 
eral rule.

Discussed By Council Aspirants 


EDITOR’S NOTE ~ One of the 
10 questions asked of all 12 
city council candidates was; 
What is your opinion on the 
council-~manager re lations hip 
in the city, 

Here are the responses of 
11 of the candidates who an- 
swered, 


Virginia C. Angel 


The council ts elected by the 
voters anda professional mana. 
ger is appointed by, and res- 
ponsibdle to the council. He exe- 
cutes the palicies determined by 
the council, appoints subordin- 
ate administrators and em- 
ployees and supervises all the 
city’s activities. He is not to 
participate in any political ac- 
tivities, Only the council can 
remove the manager usually by 
a two-thirds majority, 

He is required to prepare the 
budget for current operations, 
including improvements for 
public works and construction. 
If the council approves the de- 
tailed budget of the manager, 
his influence in directing muni- 
cipal operations becomes more 
realistic, If he is given au- 
thority for control of expendi. 
tures according to a set plan 
af a budget voted by the coun- 
cil for the year, his influence Is 
mare complete, This responsi- 
bility is {mportant for economy 
and for good performance. A 
manager, working closely with 
the council for dance in poli- 
cy, can achieve the best results 
in working out contract ar- 
rangements for construction 
and operation af such items as 
airports or sewer systems, 

City government today is too 
complex and too extensive tobe 
handled entirely by part-time, 
politically voted councilmen, A 
manager can help make a 
smoother operating city gov- 
ernment, which reflects credit 
to the council and improves its 
daisical citizenry can cause a 
perverted council - manager 
plan, The same {ff there is a 
complacent council, or a com- 
pliant manager. 


Richard J. Clements 


Since I am not presently a 
member of the City Council, 
IT am not in a position to com- 
ment on the existing relation- 
ship between the City Council 
and the City Manager. 

The Upland Municipal Code 
defines the duties of City Mana- 
ger. Among other obligations, 
it is the duty of the City Mana- 
ger to see that all laws and or- 
dinances are enforced; toexer~ 
cise control over all depart- 
ments and divisions of the City 
government; to recommend to 
the Council the adoption of vari. 
ous measures and ordinances; 
to keep the Council advised on 
the financial conditions of the 
City; to prepare and submit the 
annual budget and salary plan to 
the Council; to investigate com. 
plaints of the citizens regard. 
ing the administration of the 
City government; to devote his 
entire time to the performance 
of the duties and interests of 
the City, 

It is the duty of the Counc!) 
to evaluate the performance of 
these duties assigned to the 
City Manager. I am not pre- 
Sently in the position to make 
such an evaluation.

Quimby To Postpone 
Bill On Lower Courts 


Editor's Note: The following 
is a copy of a letter written 
Mar. 16 to the San Bernardino 
County Supervisors and to the 
San Bernardino County Bar As- 
sociation by Assemblyman John 
P, Quimby regarding the con- 
solidation of courts. Quimby’s 
ideas on court reorganization 
Suggest further study before in- 
troduction of measures to the 
California Assembly. 

Here is a copy of the letter: 

“As you may know, I recent- 
ly proposed one consolidation 
of the Rialto-Bloomington fu- 
dicial districts into one muni- 
cipal court district. Further, 
I proposed that the municipal 
court have a court commission- 
er similar in some respects to 
the system now employed in Los 
Angeles County Municipal 
Courts. 

‘Before the introduction of 
this legislation, I conducted a 
public meeting in Bloomington 
on Friday evening, March 11th, 
for the purpose of getting as 
much public reaction to this 
proposal as possible. It was 
clear at this meeting, attended 
by a cross-cut of citizens from 
Bloomington and Rialto, that the 
matter requires further study 
and analysis. I have, therefore, 
decided not to introduce this 
bill at this session of the Legis- 
lature. 

‘However, I strongly recom- 
mend that you, the San Bernar- 
dino County Bar Association and 
the San Bernardino County 
Board of Supervisors, give the 
entire matter of consolidation 
of judicial districts thorough 
and detailed study between now 
and the opening of the General 
Session of the Legislature in 
1967. We all know, Iam sure, 
that consolidation of judicial 
districts is inevitable, particu- 
larly in the more populous wes- 
tern portion of our county. This 
matter directly affects the 
members of the Bar and is 
rightfully an area in which the 
Board of Supervisors should be 
concerned,
